HARBIN, Manchuria, Feb. 5.— 
Overcoming the last important 
stand of Chinese in Manchuria, 
Gen. Jiro Tamon and his Japanese 
army occupied Harbin today after 
almost a week of fighting. 

Harbin is the headquarters of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, jointly 
owned by Russia and China. It 
is the most valuable city in Central 
Manchuria, second only to Mukden 
in population, and is the hub of 
the so-called Russian zone of in- 
fluence in Northern Manchuria. 

Although the Chinese under Gen. 
Ting Chao stubbornly resisted the 
Japanese brigade. Ting’s headquar- 
ters were deserted when the Japa- 
nese finally entered the city. 

The last stage of the Japanese 
attack was a terrific artillery 
bombardment last night. Severa) 
Japanese shells exploded near the 
Chinese eastern headquarters build- 
ing and caused Russian officers of 
the railroad to hold an emergency 
meeting. 

The Chinese had placed two field 
guns in an open area directly in 
front of the railroad building and 
opened fire in reply to the Japa- 
nese,

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—John R. 
Voorhis, grand sachem of Tam- 
many Hall, died today at his home. 
He was 102 years old. 

Despite his age, Voorhis had con- 
tinued his work as president of 
the City Board of Elections until 
last Oct. 20, when he was retired 
at full salary of $8000 a year. He 
asked for retirement, the Legisla- 
ture having passed a law permit- 
ting his retirement on full salary 
for life. 

He celebrated his birthday July 
27 with a radio broadcast. On 
that occasion his physician attrib- 
uted Voorhis’ age and condition to 
clean and nfdderate’ living. 
Oldest Man in Public Office in 

New York When Retired. 

As president of the Board of 
Elections, Voorhis was the oldest 
person holding public office in New 
York City and perhaps in the en- 
tire country. He had been Grand 
Sachem of Tammany since he was 
83. . 

In holding the Tammany office 
so long, Voorhis established a rec- 
ord since the by-laws of the society 
provide that the Grand Sachem 
may not succeed himself after two 
consecutive years. The Tammany 
sachems, however, as a tribute to 
their veteran presiding officer, got 
arounc the rule annually by each 
voting for himself. Thus there was 
no choice and-Voorhis held over 
from y.ar to year. 

Voorhis began his long public 
service in 1873, when he was ap- 
pointed’ Excise Commissioner by 
Mayor Havemeyer. Other  posi- 
tions to which he was appointed 
later included Commissionc. of Po- 
lice, Commissioner of Docks and 
Police Justice. In 1901 he was 
named a Commissioner of Elections

THREE FLYERS, FORCED DOWN 
IN SAHARA DESERT, FOUND 


Searchers Locate Them 1000 Miles 

South of Mediterranean Coast 

After Three-Day Search. 
By the Associated Press. 

ALGIERS, Algeria, Feb. 
Three French flyers. missing four 
days in the Sahara Desert while 
trying to set a record from France 
to Madagascar, were found today 
219 miles south of In Salah in the 
Sahara Desert. 

Searching planes probably will 
bring them out of the desert soon. 
In Salah is more than 1000 miles 
south of the Mediterranean coast. 

The aviators, in their plane St. 
Didier, reported by radio on Mon- 
day that they had been forced 
down by fuel and water shortage, 
but rescue planes searched for 
them for three days in vain. Their 
wireless failed Wednesday, their 
last message expressing love to 
their families and thanks for radio 
communications, but adding “we 
had rather have a barrel of beer.”

Chinese Leader Says Government 
Will Continue to Resist. 

SHANGHAI, China, Feb. 5.— 
Wang Ching-Wei, president of the 
iIsxecutive Yuan of the Chinese Na- 
tional Government, and also chair- 
man of the central political coun- 
cil of the National party, issued a 
statement from the new capital to- 
day in which he declared China 
would never sign treaties prejudi- 
cial to her territorial and admin- 
istrative sovereignty and would 
continue to resist Japanese aggres- 
sion. 

“Four months have elapsed,” the 
statement said, “since the Japanese 
occupied Manchuria by an armed 
force and to this day there has been 
no solution of the problem. 

“The Chinese public, therefore, is 
intensely agitated and discouraged. 
The reason for the long delay in 
solving the problem is China’s de- 
termination not to sign a treaty 
prejudicial to her territorial and 
administrative sovereignty. If the 
Government were willing to sign, 
as Yuan Shih-kai signed the noto- 
rious 21 demands, the whole affair 
would have been settled long ago. 

“The result of signing such a 
treaty would be the loss of China’s 
sovereign rights, the degradation 
of her national character and the 
degeneration of her racial quali- 
ties. Because we refused to sign 
euch a treaty Japan attacked Muk- 
den, Tsitsihar, Chinchow, Harbin 
and Jehol, entirely with the pur- 
pose of forcing China to surrender 
her sovereign rights under armed 
pressure. Because the Chinese 
Government has continued to re- 
fuse Japan decided to take further 
steps at Shanghai.” 


Japan Looks to Powers for Any 
Further Peace Move. 


TOKIO, Feb. 6.—Japanese offi- 
clal quarters here indicated today 
that, if there are to be any fur- 
ther negotiations between the 
Powers and Japan on proposals for 
mediation in the Shanghei contro- 
versy, the next move is up to the 
Powers. 

Japan has decided to send a mil- 
itary force of unstated strength to 
Shanghai, but would not permit 
publication of the sailing date and 
the route. Admiral Mineo Osumi, 
Minister of the Navy, said the new 
forces weré being sent to replace 
the bluejackets who have been 
worn down by “continuous fighting 
of an enemy ten times stronger 
than themselves.” 

The Government intends to pub- 
lish a statement of ita policy prob- 
ably tomorrow. It was understood 
the delay in announcing the de- 
cision to send the troops arose as 
a result of a disagreement among 
the Cabinet members. For a time 
this rift seemed so serious as to 
threaten a reversal of t entire 
pian.

Japanese Casualties. 

A report from the Japanese naval 
command to Tokio said the naval 
forces ashore had suffered nearly 
10 per cent casualties since the 
fighting began. The total number 
of dead and wounded was placed at 
more than 200, including four 
killed and 20 wounded Thursday. 

Yesterday morning’s vernacular 
newspapers said a company -of 
peasant women had taken over the 
job of guarding the Shanghai road 
in the vicinity of Woosung. The 
women wear blue tunics and trou- 
sers and are armed with clumsy 
rifles decades old, according to 
these reports. They have built 
crude fortifications commanding 
the highway, along which they al- 
low no one to pass if their sus- 
picions are aroused in the slightest. 

The first foreign death in con- 
nection with the fighting was acci- 
dental. Maurice Ropaport, a Rus- 
sian, was fatally wounded early this 
morning when a foreign volunteer 
soldier accidentally pulled the trig- 
ger of his rifle while the two were 
examining it in the municipal gov- 
ernment building. 

U. 8S. Transport and Seven Destroy- 
ers Reath Shanghal. 

The United States Army trans- 
port Chaumont and seven United 
States destroyers steamed into 
Shanghai Thursday. The destroyers 
are the Smith Thompson, Whipple, 
Pope, Barker, Peary, John D. Ed- 
wards and John D. Ford. The 
Chaumont carried 1200 American 
troops of the Thirty-first Infantry 
from,Manila. It also carried about 
100 additional Marines. The new 
forces bring the total United States 
strength here to almost 6000 men. 

The troops were billeted in the 
heart of the business district within 
the giant amusement hall known as 
the “New World.” During the crisis 
here in 1927, when Chinese Nation- 
alist armies threatened to overrun 
Shanghai, British soldiers took up 
quarters in “New World.” The U. 
8. S. Isabelle is expected to arrive 
today. 

The British cruiser Kent has ar- 
rived, bringing Admiral Sir W. A. 
H. Kelly. The Kent came from 
Hong Kong with a battery of Brit- 
ish artillery aboard. 

Gen. Tsai, Chinese Commander, 
Says dapanecse Are Foolish 

Gen. Tsai Ting-kai received “the 
Associated Press correspondent at 
his headquarters two miles behind 
the Chapei front. The Chinese com- 
mander is young, mild mannered, 
almost; diffident, with sensitive 
features, and tapering hands—a 
far cry from the war lord. His 
headquarters are in a converted 
residence. The reception room 
floor is carpeted with sandbags 
forming a roof for a bomb-proof 
céllar into which the General Staff 
retires when the Japanese bombing 
planes soar overhead. 

Gen. Tsai had just emerged un- 
scathed from a Japanese air raid. 
“They are foolish,”’ he said. “They 
think to frighten us by dropping 
bombs on our villages ahd pound- 
ing us with artillery. They are 
wrong. The bombs and shells kill

The Japanese, he said, violated 
their agreement, inyading Chapei 
without reason. 

In marked contrast with the mil- 
itary stiffness of the Japanese 
headquarters, the headquarters of 
Gen. Tsai were informal. Members 
of his bodyguard, garbed in loose- 
hanging blue uniforms, lolled about 
the room. His aids broke into the 
conversation without so much as a 
Salute. Hundreds of soldiers hung 
about adjacent streets, apparently 
in good spirits, in spite of having 
come from warmer climes in 
Kwangsi. Most of them were in- 
adequately equipped for the vig- 
orous North China weather. Some 
wore tennis shoes and some sum- 
mer hats. Gen. Tsai has 20,000 
troops on his payroll. Their aver- 
age pay is reported to be $2.50 a 
month in gold.

The two found guilty are Jo- 
seph Dean and Owen Angelly. 

Dean and Angelly were granted 
leave to file an appeal, while their 
sentences were postponed indefi- 
nitely, and their bonds allowed to 
stand. 

Besides Krueger and Risinger, 
those fottfnd not guilty are Herschel 
and Ernest Krueger, brothers of the 
Sheriff; George Hillebrand, John 
Carroll, Frank McGhee, Gus Gur- 
ley, Sam Grogan, Cecil Henderson, 
Democrat Smith, Fred Potterbaum, 
Ed Findberg and Arthur Mays. 

The jury received the case at 5:20 
p. m, yesterday and reached a ver- 
dict shortly after midnight, after 
hearing testimony and argument for 
10 days. Presentation of the Goy- 
ernment testimony required six days 
and defense testimony four. Argu- 
ments lasted a day. 

Defendants Thank Judge. 


The courtroom was crowded 
when the sentence was read and 
women spectators, relatives and

Belgian Steamer Reports 
Six of Schooner’s Crew 
Are Rescued.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Twenty- 
one members of the crew of the 
fishing schooner Eleanor Nickerson 
of Boston were reported missin: 
following a ccllision with the 
steamer Jean Jadot, 365 miles east 
of Halifax today. 

A radio message from the Jean 
Jadot to the Lioyd Royal Belgian 
Line said the fishing schooner was 
sunk and that six members of the 
crew of 27 were rescued. The Jean 
Jadot, a Belgian steamer, left Ant- 
werp Jan. 27 for New York. 

The message, relayed by a radio 
station at Rockland, Me., said: 
“Collided and sunk this mornioc 
fishin.; schooner Eleanor Nickerson 
of Boston at position 43.05 north 
and 63.45 west (about 350 miles 
east of Halifax). Rescned six mein - 
bers of crew, 21 missing. Expert 
arrive Quarantine Saturday eve- 
ning.” 

The Eleanor Nickerson is liste! 
28s a wooden motor fishing vessel 
of 143 tons gross register. It was 
110 feet long and 27 men com- 
prised a full crew. A message 
picked up by the Radio Marine 
Corporation said all ships in the 
vicinity of the accident were stand- 
ing by. 

Tug Sinks; Crew of Seven Believed 
to Have Drowned. 

CAPE MAY, Feb. 5.—Seven men 
are believed to have drowned when 
the tug, Lonnie B. Shaw, of Phila- 
delphia, foundered and sank during 
a terrific gale off MeCrea Shoal, 
at the entrance to the Delaware 
breakwater, the Coast Guard sta- 
tioned here reported today.

Students 


Toil in Fields 
At Commonwealth College 


Director of Mena, Ark., Institution Says It Is 
Designed to Fit Workers for “the 
New Social Order.” ; 


Lucien Koch, a 24-year-old col- 


lege head who teaches in overalls 


and does a daily stint in the car- 
penter shop, described his institu- 


tion yesterday at a luncheon meet- 
ing of the St. Louis Conference of 
Social Workers at the American 
Hotel Annex. 

Vigorously shaking a mop of un- 
ruly tow hair, now and again 
clenching his first to drive home 
his points, Koch told of Common- 
wealth College, at Mena, in the Ar- 
kansas Ozarks, created “‘to enable 
workingmen to prepare for an in- 
evitable change in our social order 
in the most intelligent way.” As 
head of the school Koch’s title is 
director. 

Students at Commonwealth study 
in the morning and work in the 
fields or about the buildings in the 
afternoon. Members of the faculty 
serve without salary and work with 
them. The college is 65 per cent 
self-supporting, Director Koch said, 
and it is planned to make it en- 
tirely so. He is on a trip to raise 
money to take care of a $2500 an- 
nual deficit, begging motor rides 
from place to place to cut down 
traveling expensés. 

Looks for New Social Order. 

“Frankly, we are out to place 
certain curtailments on _ private 
wealth.”’ Koch said, “and are Iook- 
ing forward to a new social order 
based on some motive other than 
the expectation of profit. We are 
not allied with any faction in the 
labor movement but we are not, 
broadly speaking, impartial. We 
are thumbs down on the present 
social order. So we can’t expect 
assistance from those who do not 
possess a liberal philosophy and 
we don’t take money with strings 
attached to it. 

As a training school for intelli- 
gent leadership in the labor move- 
ment the institution, opened nine 
years ago, has a coeducational stu- 
dent body of about 50 from 26 
different states, Koch says, with 
but one student from Arkansas. 
Some of them are university grad- 
uates, interested in the mass view- 
point inculcated at Commonwealth. 
The average age is about 22; and 
most of the students have made 
their own way in life. ' 


“We are working on the princi- 
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ple that workingmen must develop 
their own leadership and mass cul- 
ture, with distinct types of liter- 
ature, drama and music,” Koch 
told his audience. 

What the College Teaches. 

After the day’s work, the stu- 
dents meet in informal groups, 
often’ around an open hearth or 
stove, for Commonwealth boasts 
no heating plant or electric lights, 
Classes consist of give-and-take 
discussions, the speaker said. No 
degrees are given, since the college 
is not accredited, but a three-year 
course includes classes in labor, 
law, social science, world history, 
philosophy, social philosophy, the 
Marxian theory and elementary 
economics. , 

Students and teachers built the 
22 frame buildings on a 320-acre 
tract themselves and farm most 
of it to supply their food. 

“We still carry water from the 
spring and break the ice to swim 
in the creek,”’ Koch said, “but we 
live in luxury compared to the 
early days when we had neither 
doors nor windows.” 

Although he wore a blue busi- | 
ness suit, the young director was 
hatless. He remarked that at col- 
lege he wore overalls. 

“There is no pretense at Com- 
monwealth,”’ he explained, ‘“‘because 
it wouldn't do anyone any good to 
put on a front. We get under peo- 
ple’s skins and don’t worry about 
their clothes.” 


Requirements for Students. 


Besides a yearly fee of $120, 
Commonwealth students must meet 
certain requirements, he said. They 
must possess the equivalent of a 
high school education and fill out 
a questionnaire which requires a 
brief autobiography and answers to 
queries ranging from “how do you 
spend your leasure time?” to “what 
books do you enjoy?” and “what 
is the best joke you have heard 
recently ?’”’ 

Prospective students must also 
indicate that they anticipate spend- 
ing their lives in the labor move- 
ment, giving especial attention to 
its political and educational sides. 

Koch is a former plow hand and 
carpenter. Although director of 
the college he does his allotted 15 
hours of manual work a week. 
Students must work 20 hours a 
week at manual labor. Koch re- 
ceived his M. A. from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin last year and was 
a member of the faculty of the ex- 
perimental colleeg there. 

“Philosophies at even the more 
liberal conventional colleges,’’ Koch 
said, “teach the pupil to think of 
himself. But at Commonwealth 
one thinks in terms of the group. 
We study together, work together, 
play together. And we are inspired 
by a dream of a new social order 
which may some day come true. 
It's a wonderful life.’’ 


CANADIAN RAILROAD WORKERS 
ACCEPT 10 PCT. PAY CUT 


26,000 Men Agree to Schedule for 
14 Months Ending on Jan 31, 
1933. 

By the Associated Press, 
MONTREAL, Que., Feb. 6.— 
Twenty-six thousand employes of 


Canada’s two largest railways, the 
Canadian National and Canadian 
Pacific, have agreed to a reduction 
of 10 per cent in their pay checks 
for the 14 months-ending Jan. 31, 
1933. 

They thereby won from the rail- 
ways a rebate of the 10 per cent 
the roads cut from their checks for 
work done during the latter half 
of November. The railways have 
been issuing checks with a 10 per 
cent wage cut since Dec. 15, the 
date they paid the men for work 
they did between Nov. 16 and 
Dec. 1. 

The agreement which the repre- 
sentatives of locomotive engineers 
and firemen, trainmen, conductors 
and railway telegraphers signed 
last night carries a clause provid- 
ing for possible extension. beyond 
Jan. 31 next year. 

Should business conditions fail to 
improve enough by next Dee. 1, the 
agreement says, to enable the rail- 
ways to restore the old wage rates 
after the first month of 1933, no- 
tice will be given the respresenta- 
tives of the employes, and a fur- 
ther conference will follow “to 
make every reasonable effort to 
bring the matter to a conclusion.”

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‘GANGSTER POLITICIANS’ MUST 
GO, OREGON GOVERNOR SAYS 


Julius Meier Tells New York Group 
That Government by Business 
Men Is Needed. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Govern- 
ment by business men instead of 
“gangster politicians” was advocat- 
ed by Gov. Julius L. Meier of Qre- 
gan in an informal address at a 
private luncheon given in his_hon- 
or by Rabbi Jonah B. Wise at the 
Bankers’ Club yesterday. The Gov- 
ernor spoke before 42 guests who 
included some of New York's most 
prominent bankers, industrialists 
and humanitarians. 

“I have found,”’ said Meier, ‘“‘that 
the country is being run by —_ 
ster politicians who are principally 
working for personal gains. What 
the country needs is for the Gov- 
ernment to be run by business men 
on business principles. We must 
put business men in office who can 
shoulder a crisis such as has been 
confronting us.’’ 

Regarding his campaign for gov- 
ernmental aid on Columbia River 
the Governor said: 

“I may be stepping on the toes 
of some of those present here to- 
day, but the facts are that monop- 
olies have done much to retard the 
progress of the Northwest. We 
want cheaper water power and, as 


we have the resources, there is no 
reason why we snould not have it.” 
Meier came to New York from 
Washington, where he went to urge 
Federal aid for Columbia River 
public water power projects.

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SURPRISE EVIDENCE 
IN INSURANCE HEARING 


Missouri Board Lawyers Say 
Blanket Rates Are Unfair 
to This State. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. §.—With what 
they termed surprise evidence that 
Should win their fight. against a 
16 2-3 per cent increase in fire and 
tornado insurance rates, Missouri 
Insurance Department lawyers will 
return home after a recess called 
in the special hearings they at- 
tended before a Master tn Chancery 
here. Another hearing will be held 
in Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 16. The 
lawyers expect to return in about 
a month or six weeks to get more 
evidence. 

The evidence which pleases them 
came after a month's digging into 
insurance company records by 
T. H. E. Mathis and Homer Not- 
man, insurance department examin- 
ers. It concerns “blanket” rates 
paid by clients owning property in 
several states and paying premiums 
on the basis of the average of the 
rates in the various states. 

“Tt doesn’t take an expert to see 
the unfairness that works in Mis- 
souri,” declared Glenn C. Weath- 
erby, Assistant Attorney-General. 
“It means the big client is getting 
insurance on his property in Mis- 
souri at rates even far below the 
old. ones in effect there, not even 
considering the 16 2-3 per cent in- 
crease the companies are trying to 
get sanctioned.” 

Companies Discount Testimony. 

Robert J. Folonie, lawyer for the 
companies, discounted the signifi- 
cance of the testimony. “Of course, 
blanket policies are paid for on the 
basis of an average of the rates in 
effect in all the states where prop- 
erty is held,” he said. ‘“‘An average 
is always higher than the lowest, 
and lower than the highest. Mis- 
souri’s rates are high because ex- 
| perience has shown the companies’ 
risks are great there.” 

But Weatherby asserted the new 
evidence showed the “average’’ 
rates in many cases are less than 
half*as high as those in Missouri 
without the increase. “A study of 
the situation shows that rates are 
low in those states where there is 
no Government regulations,” he 
said, “because competition keeps 
them down. They used to be low 
in Missouri, too, but the companies 
themselves, pleaded for regulation 
to protect them from what they 
called ‘cut-throat’ competition. As 
soon as they got it, then they be- 
gan to call for hiking the rates, 
Hard on Missouri Owners, 
| “Now they say they cannot do 
business at fair profit in Missouri 
at present rates. Yet their records 
show the rates they fix themselves, 
in states where they have to com- 
pete without regulation, are far 
below these. It’s hard on Missourl 
property owners.” 
| Weatherby cited one case of a 
| $7,500,000 policy on whieh he 
said the blanket rate was 87 cents 
per $1000, as compared with more 
| than $1.90 under Missouri rates. 
| Seven of the 11 insurance come 
_pany presidents subpenaed to ap- 
pear here this week testified dur- 
ing the hearing. Other witnesses 
|include some company employes, 
pe officers of the Interstate Un- 
| derwriters’ Bureau. 

The hearings are in connection 
with 144 injunction suits brought 
_by the insurance companies to 
block insurance department offi- 
cials from ruling against the 
16 2-3 per cent rate increase.

Jay Morrison of Seattle Says 
Here That Lack of Econ- 
omy in Washington Has 
Caused Trouble. 


> 


Failure of the Federal Govern- 
meng to economize in its budget 
and not the hoarding of wealth by 


citizens is given as the cause of 
slow business recovery by Jay Mor- 
rison of Seattle, Wash., president 
of the savings bank division of the 
American Bankers’ Association, 
who is in St. Louis arranging for 
the April meeting of his organiza- 
tion here. 

Morrison sharply criticised Presi- 
dent Hoover’s plea against hoard- 
ing of wealth, dttacked the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation re- 
cently set up, opposed further ex- 
pansion of Government credit and 
referred to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission as “a bunch of 
broken down politicians.” 

“The effects of hoarding of 
money have been greatly exagger- 
ated,” Morrison said, “and I think 
that President Hoover is wrong 
when he says every dollar hoarded 
means destruction of $10 in credit. 
One dollar cannot be and never 
has been the basis of $10 credit. 

‘People’s Own Business.” 

“The banks have no God-given 
right to deposits. More than 2300 
of them in the country failed last 
year, tying up more than $2,000,.- 
000,000. If the people want to 
hoard, however foolish the desire, 
it’s their own business. After all, 
the thing is to keep the people 


from going broke.” 

Morrison referred to a decline in 
commercial loans of $9,000,000,000 
since the depression started, a 
“virtual wiping out” of brokers’ 
loans and a shrinkage of $6,000,- 
000,000 in installment paper, ani. 
added, “Beside ail this liquidation, | 
the hoarding of $1,500,000,000 by 
the people is only a drop in the 
bucket.” . 

He attributed the depression to 
a necessary liquidation of debts | 
coritracted in good times, and reat 
that, while such a liquidation had | 
gone on in the debts of private in- | 
dividuals and corporations, the | 
Government had taken no steps to | 
liquidate its own debt, but instead | 
had gone on expanding its credit. | 

“Last: spring,” he explained, | 
“Government short-term credits | 
were issued at a rate of 14% per 
cent interest. The most recent is- | 
sue of such credits took a 3% per 
cent rate. Unless they call a halt | 
on overspending they'll have to step | 
‘that up more and you'll likely see 
‘a 5 per e@ent rate on Federal short- |

JESUITS ADVISED TO REMAIN 
IN SPAIN DESPITE DECREE | 


Ieader Asks Them to “Reconstruct 
Work Undone” by Dissolua- 
tion Ruling. 

MADRID, Feb. 5.—Priests of the 
dissolved Order of Jesuits are ad- 
vised to remain in Spain and con- 
tinue their lives of “exemplary sac- 
rifices” in a_ letter published ‘in 
Catholic papers under the signa- 
ture of the Rev. Wlandimiro Le- 
dochowsky, general of the order. 

Writing from Rome, he urged 
professorg and students of the or- 
der to pursue their studies with re- 
newed ardor to “reconstruct the 
work undone” by the Government's 
decree.

FURTHER SERVICE CAR 
REGULATION PROPOSED 


Aldermen’s Committee Rejects 
Proposal to Forbid Their 
Operation. 


The Legislative Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen decided yester- 
day to propose further regulations 
on the operation of service cars in 
St. Louis and appointed Alderman 
Kauffmann of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward to draw amendments to the 
present ordinance. 

The decision followed an invyesti- 
gation of the service car situation 
with particular reference to the 
methods of determining routes and 
schedules and of the validity of 
liability insurance carried by driv- 
ers. It was suggested that routes 
be designated by city officials and 
that regular time schedules be 
maintained both at times of heavy 
traffic and in the intervals. 

It developed at a public hearing 
before the committee last week that 
the United Service Car Drivers’ As- 
sociation contfols the routes 
through a group insurance plan. 
Harry J. Cantwell, attorney for the 
drivers, said at the hearing that 
about 150 applicants, unable to op- 
erate service cars because of ina- 
bility to obtain insurance without 
the group plan, were on the asso- 


1 ciation's waiting list. 


Alderman Schwar.z of the Twen- 
tieth Ward, who introduced the 
resolution for the investigation, 
suggested that operation of service 
cars be abolished entirely, but the 
committee rejected it, Kauffmann 
and President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen declaring service cars 
necessary. 

The committee approved a Dill 
which would require the display of 
a city license tag on the front of 
the automobile. The measure,

ELEMENT 87 FOUND 


ST.LOUI 


~ IN SEAWATER, SAND 


Discoveries Made by Method 
That Discloses One Part 
in Ten Billion. 


Dy the Associated Press. 

AUBURN, Ala., Feb. 5.—Discov- 
ery on land and sea of many 
sources of “element 87,” one of the 
two chemical elements recently 
found, was announced today by Dr. 
Fred Allison of Alabama Polytech- 
nic Institute. 

He also reported that element 
87 has six isotopes and suggested 
that the “87” family be christened 
“virginium.” 

The new discoveries are de- 
scribed in the February number of 
the Journal of the American Chem- 
ical Society, by Dr. Allison and 
three colleagues, Edna R. Bishop, 
Anna lL. Sommer and J. H. Christ- 
ensen of the institute. 

The facts about element 87 were 
learned through use of the mag- 
neto-optic method developed by 
Allison, by which he says elements 
can be detected in as small a por- 
tion as one part in 10,000,000,000. 

Found in Sea Water. 

Element 87 has been found ‘by 
this method, Allison reports, in sea 
water, brine from Searles Lake, in 
California, Monazite sand from 
Brazil and North Carolina, kainite, 
crude cesium chloride and samar- 
skite. 

Its presence in pollucite and 
Lepidolite has been confirmed by 
further tests, he states. Original 
discovery of element 87 in these 
two substances was reported by Al- 
i‘lison in 1930. 

Discovery ‘of the element by use 
of the spectroscope was reported 
in 1931 by Prof. Jacob Papish of 
Cornell University. There is dis- 
agreement in scientific circles as 
to whether Allison or Papish 
should receive credit for discover- 
ing element 87. 

Dr. Allison's magneto-optic 
method uses the slight differences 
in the time in which chemical 
‘compounds’ react to magnetic 
| forces to identify different ele- 
iments. The difference varies for 
each compound and therefore for 
each element. The reaction times 
| often are less than a billionth of a 
'second. They are measured by 
means of the ‘speed of light, the 
speed of electricity along wires. 

Identification of Elements. 

Polarized light which is passed 
through the solution becomes ex- 
tinguished in accord with varia- 
tions in the time of applying the 
magnetic field. These extinctions 
of the light are called “minima.” 
For each element there is a mini- 
mum of light produced at a defi- 
nite point on a scale, and from 
this the various elements in the 
solution can be identified. 

Isotopes of an element—atoms 
of the element that are exactly 
alike in everything except weight 
—can be detected with Allison's 
apparatus because apparently each 
element has ag many minima as it 
has isotopes. Element 87 has six 
minima, so he concludes it has six 
isotopes. . 

The other recently discovered el- 
ement, No. 85, has been concen- 
trated in a chemical compound 
called “lithium alabamide.”’ Dr. 
Allison and his colleagues have 
christened the element tentatively 
“Alabamine” after the State of Ala- 
bama. 

Allison and his co-workers have 
concentrated enough of it to make 
1-400,000 of a gram in combination 
with lithium. It took 100 pounds 
of monazite sand to supply this 
fraction of a gram. 

Alabamine is about 221 times ag 
heavy as hydrogen, says Dr. Alli-

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PLEADS GUILTY, GETS 
0 YEARS FOR KILLING 


Vincent Moncado Sentenced for 
Manslaughter After 
Three Trials. 


Vincent Moncado, who killed 
Vincenzo Vitale, saloon keeper and 
professional bondsman, more than 
four years ago, pleaded guilty of 
manslaughter today and was sen- 
tenced to five years in the peni- 
tentiary. He had been tried for 
murder three times before juries. 
Two of them could not agree on a 
verdict and one found him guilty 
of second degree murder, but this 
conviction was reversed on appeal. 

When the case was called before 
Judge Ossing today, Dr. Arthur F. 
Kleykamp informed the Court that 
Vitale’s widow, Mrs. Fannie Vitale, 
1319A Blair avenue, was in poor 
health and could not endure the 
strain of another trial. She was 
the principal witness against Mon- 
cado. Mrs. Vitale was in court 
and confirmed the doctor’s state- 
ments. 

By arrangement with Circuit At- 
torney Miller, Moncado then plead- 
ed guilty to the lesser charge of 
manslaughter and accepted his sen- 
tence. Moncado, Miller told _ the 
Court, had spent 12 months in jail, 
| awaiting trial, and had served 25 
‘months in the penitentiary before 


his conviction was reversed, so that 
the sentence he recommended was 
the equivalent of a 10-year term. 

Circuit Judge Rutledge had sen- 
tences Moncado to life imprison- 
‘ment after he had been found 
guilty at his second trial, but the 
conviction was reversed by the Su- 
preme Court on the ground that 
the Judge erred in his instructions 
to the jury%. 

Moncado, who formerly operated 
a saloon at 1510 Wash street, sho 
and killed Vitale Nov. 5, 1927, at 
Vitale’s home. He said he fired in 
self-defense, that Vitale was at- 
tempting to extort money from 
him. Mrs. Vitale testified Monca- 
do started a quarrel and shot her 
husband without giving him a 
chance to defend himself.

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GOVERNMENT 10 AVOID 
FARM PRICE FORECASTS 


Decision Due to Differences 
Among Experts on What 
Prospects Are. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.— The 

Agriculture Department will make 

no more public predictions on the 


probable course of prices for farm 
products. 

This decision was reached be- 
cause of differences among its ex- 
perts on the 1932 farm outloox. 
and because of inaccuracy in past 
predictions. 

The only announcement of the 
new policy has come from the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics: 
“The bureau, under its present pol- 
icy, makes no public forecast of the 
probable course of the farm situa- 
tion.” 

A year ago. the bureau issued a 
report on the prospect for gradual 


recovery in domestic demand for 
peat products in the last half of 
the year, “based on the belief that 
the world-wide economic depres- 
siom will have run the worst of, its 
course by the summer of 1931.” 

The divergence of opinions .on 
the 1932 prospect showed itself in 
the annual conference last week 
of Federal and state economists. 
Some were cheerful, others | were 
pessimistic. 

A few years ago the department 
wa: prohibited by law from mak- 
ing any forecast on the price of 
cotton. ‘This came after one of its 
crop reports mentioned prospects 
for a price decline. The market 
at once dropped sharply.

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RICHMOND HEIGHTS 
DISPUTE IN COURT 


Row Over Incorporation of 
Progressive Party to Be 
Aired Feb. 13. 


The latest political tempest in 
Richmond Heights will have a 
hearing in court Feb. 13 at Clayton, 
Circuit Judge Mulloy decided today 
with the comment that he was loath 
to enter another political fight, 
since “I have been dragged into 
them for the last four years and 
I’m getting tired of it.” 

An attempt to incorporate the 
Propreéessive party caused the cur- 
rent flurry in the tempestuous pol- 
itics of the suburb. Circuit Judge 


Mulloy issued a pro forma decree 
last Friday and set it aside later 
the same day, in order, he re- 
marked when the cace came up to- 
day, “‘to prevent civil war in Rich- 
mond Heights.” 

The application was signed by 
J. A. McCue as chairman; Otto P. 
Arneson as secretary, and Thomas 
A. McGinnis as treasurer. It set 
forth that the corporation was to 
be a “benevolent, social and educa- 
tional organization,” formed ‘“‘also 
for political purposes and the gen- 
eral improvement of the city of 
Richmond Heights, but not for any 
profit or gain.”’ 

Lester Gallant, attorney, and 
John J. Flanagan, Progréssive can- 
didate for Mayor in the April elec- 
tions, declared they represented 
300 citizens of Richmond Heights 
who had signed a protest on the 
grounds that the applicants did not 
truly represent the party and that 
incorporation would not be to its 
best interests. Gallant based his 
legal opposition on the grounds 
that Arneson was not the real sec- 
retary. Philip Foley, an attorney 
for the applicants, told a reporter 
Arneson was appointed by McCue 
when the secretary failed to act. 

The party’s “aspect of amity and 
harmony” might well be considered 
b yboth sides, Judge Mulloy said, 
and asked that Ralph Walsh, Clay- 
ton attorney whom he had appoint- 
ed to investigate, be prepared to 
offer a written report at a final 
hearing next week.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. 
HE Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation has adopted a 
policy of decentralization | 
and will endeavor to use all the 
present credit facilities of the 

Government. 

The backbone of the prelimi- 
nary setup will be the Federal 
Reserve System. District Fed- 
eral Reserve banks and their 
branches will be used as much 
as possible as they already have 
credit organizations and know 
intimately the various local sit- 
uations. 

In addition, the old War 
Finance Corporation still has a 
skeleton organization which will 
be used wherever possible. 

The Board of Directors con- 
ferred today with M. J. Fleming, 
Deputy Governor of the Federal 
Reserve district having head- 
quarters at Cleveland, giving 
particular attention to the Ohio 
situation. 

The board has decided to con- 
sider railroads loans only after 
they have been approved by the 
railway corporation created by 
the roads recently after the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
granted rate increases.

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President Atterbury Says 
Company Will Apply to 
Finance Board for Im- 
provement Fund.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—W. W. 


Atterbury, president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, has disclosed 
that the company will seek a loan 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to carry on its pro- 
gram of electrification and ter- 
minal improvements. 

Atterbury said a “rough guess” 
as to the amount needed would be 
about $5,000,000 a month. 

The Pennsylvania, which he said 
represented about one-eighth of 
the nation’s railroad investment, 
was described by Atterbury last 


night as “greatly impressed’’ with 
the necessity of continuing’a rea- 
sonable program of construction to 
provide employment and to take 
advantage of prevailing low costs. 
He said every penny of the loan 
would be spent on labor and ma- 
terials. 

Maturities an dother obligations 
coming due during the year, he 
said, would be met by other funds. 

Roads Unable to Sell Bonds. 

With the railroad men having 
agreed to a 10 per cent wage cut, 
the Railroad Credit Corporation 
actively at work and the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
ready to begin business, Atterbury 
expressed the opinion the country 
was about to become infused with 
a renewed confidence in the future 
of the railroads. 

It was recently reported in Wall 
street that the Pennsylvania was 
planning to curtail its ele-trifica- 
tion and improvement program, in 
view of the shrinkage of its earn- 
ings since the project was started, 
and the general inability of the car- 
riers to finance normal expansion 
and development programs in the 
bond market. 

Railréads have been unable to 
sell new bonds for several months. 
Some have sought issues of bonds, 
which could be used as collateral 
for bank loans, but no effort has 


been made to sell them to the pub- 
lic. 
Cut in Dividend. 

The Pennsylv:nia recently de- 
clared a quarterly dividend of 50 
cents on the common stock. The 
quarterly payment was reduced 
from 75 cents. Prior to that, the 
rate had been cut down from $1 
quarterly. Earnings available for 
the common stock for 1931 have 
recently been estimated at-around 
$1.50 a share, reduced from $5.28 
a share earned for 1930. The com- 
pany’s net railway operating in- 
come for 1931 was approximately 
55 per cent of that for 1930. 

The Pennsylvania's electrifica- 
tion and improvement program, 
originally calling for the expendi- 
ture of $175,000,000, has been 
pressed forward during the last two 
years. In 1930, electric service was 
inaugurated between Philadelphia 
and Norristown, Pa., and Philadel- 
phia and Trenton, N. J. Work has 
been going forward on electrifica- 
tion of the lines from New York 
City to Philadelphia and Wilming- 
ton, Del., and west from Philadel- 
phia to Atglen, Pa. When this work 
is completed, the Pennsylvania will 
have 800 miles of main line elec- 
trified. 


SECOND FIVE-YEAR PLAN

Backers of Direct Plan 
Doubt That Substitute 
Loan Measures Can Pass 
the Senate.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Debate 


was resumed in the Senate today 
on the La Follette-Costigan bill to 
appropriate $375,000,000 for direct 
aid to th eunemployed. 

Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, took th efloor for the third 
successive day. He réad letters and 
telegrams from welfare workers in 
various cities asking for Federal 
appropriations or describing condi- 
tions in their sections. 


One from Gardiner Latimer of 
Columbus, O., satd the lowered 
standard of relief work “constitutes 
a real menace to the republic,” and 
said ‘‘Federal aid is desperately 
needed.” 

The Director of Public Health 
and Welfare of Fort Worth, Tex., 
said local, state and national gov- 
ernments should aid in the relief 
problem. 

A representative of the Federated 
Jewish Charities of Milwaukee 
wrote that some form of state aid 
must be provided by Congress and 
the general secretary of the Wis- 
consin Conference of Social Work 
at Madison said there was no ques- 
tion of the need. 

Compromise Move Fails. 

A compromise between the two 
relief bills now before the Senate 
was sought, but not obtained, at a 
conference today between sponsors 
of the two measures. The. confer- 
ence was between Costigan and La 
Follette (Rep.), Wisconsin, authors 
of the direct relief measure, and 
Democratic sponsors of the substi- 
tute loan bill. The Democratic 
measure would appropriate $750,- 
000,000 to be divided equally be- 
tween relief loans to states and 
road construction. 

Believing the Democratic meas- 
ure would be rejected by the Sen- 
ate, La Follette and Costigan re- 
fused to compromise with the ad- 
vocates of relief loans. 

Meanwhile, before a House com- 
mittee, Democratic Senators oppos- 
ing direct Federal relief were 
termed “fools and hypocrites” by 
Benjamin Marsh, secretary of the 
People’s lobby. He advocated the 
La Follette-Costigan bill. 

“The Costigan-La Follette-Lewis 
relief bill is designed merely to 
keep people from starving while 
we re-organize our economic sys- 
te mto prevent a revolution,” Marsh 
said. 

Manufacturers’ Head Against It. 

James A. Emery, counsel of the 
National Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, opposed the bill. 

“The facts presented to support 
this measure are but an over- 
whelming argument for prompt 
and.generous action by the states 
and municipalities,’’ he said. Lit- 
tle or no evidence is offered that 
they have vigorously employed, 
much less exhausted, their re- 
sources of taxation or private con- 
tribution. 

“On the contrary, no Governh- 
ment and no Legislature appears 
at the door of Congress.”

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obligate themselves voluntarily not 
to use toxic gases and liquids, 
asphyxiating and poisonous, are 
five Cereral American Republics, 
none of whom possess a chemical 
industry to supply their needs in 
war time. Other nations have 
signed conventions, protocols and 
treaties outlawing chemical warfare 
as we understand it, but with the 
exception of a treaty forced on 
Germany, none have become effec- 
tive because of the failure of all 
to ratify. 


Given the situation in war time 
that confronts blue in this exer- 
cise, consider the heavy casualties 
we have foreseen, assume the at- 
tacking force believes itself offered 
a chance of victory without the 
slaughter of its own men, andyhat 
is your answer?

Under the new program about 
three-fourths of America’s total 
trade with Great Britain is affect- 
ed by tariffs. In 1980 Anglo-Amer- 
ican trade totaled approximately 
$775,000,000. About one-fourth of 
that total was represented by meat, 
wheat and cotton, which are on the 
free list under the new British 
tariff scheduled to take effect 
March 1. 

While the new program definite- 
ly makes great Britain a general 
tariff country, in recent years it 
has been a free trade nation in 
name only, so far as many imports 
were concerned. 

Some Duties in Effect. 

One-fourth of the imports from 
the United States were dutiable on 
a high scale even before the Gov- 
ernment’s tariff program was an- 
nounced, These levies were under 
the McKenna duties which have 
been in effect for 10 years and 
which average about 33% percent 
on such imports as automobiles 
and accessories, clocks and musical 
instruments. 

Also there are the abnormal im- 
ports duties of 50 per cent levied 
a few months ago. The existing 
duties are not affected by the 
new 10 per cent general tariff.

AT GRIPS WITH STARVATION. 

As the days pass growing numbers of the unem- 
ployed are threatened with actual starvation. The 
funds from private charitable organizations are ap 
proaching exhaustion and local governments are near- 
ing the end of their resources. In New York City 
welfare agencies have certified 245,000 families as de 
serving relief. Of these, 138,000 are now receiving 
aid; but 107,000 other needy families are being turned 
away for want of funds. Philadelphia has 65,000 
families on its charity rolls; but the money with 
which it is averting starvation wil! be exhausted by 
the first of May. In Chicago half a million people are 
dependent on charitable funds which are rapidly com- 
ing to an end and the city government is virtually 
bankrupt. In St. Louis the funds of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee are virtually exhausted, no new applications 
for aid are being taken, and the city’s present relief 
work will have to be discontinued in six weeks if

How Much Were the Debts Canceled? 


By Walter Lippmann.

How much cancellation was this? The 
question cannot be answered offhand, for 
the answer depends upon what we choose 
to regard as the rate of interest which the 
debtor nations ought to pay over a period 
of 62 years. There are three possible rates 
of interest which can be argued about. 

It is possible to say that 5 per cent is 
the proper rate. This is the rate which 
the original demand notes bore when the 
money was advanced during the war. It is 
possible to say that 4% per cent is the prop- 
er rate. This was the average cost of the 
money to the Treasury at the time the 
loans were made. It is possible to say that 
3 per cent is the proper rate. This was Mr. 
Mellon's estimate in 1326 of what money 


T ts widely believed in this country that

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Dr. Mary Woolley Thinks Parley “Starting 
Point of New Spirit in Inter- 
national Relations.” ! 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Feb. 5.—Dr. Mary 


Emma Woolley, the first American 
woman to take a seat with diplo- 
mats in international conference, 
told the Associated Press today 


that the difficulties which were un- 
doubtedly ahead of the disarma- 
ment couference were her inspira- 
tion. 

“I never yet have met a diffi- 
culty out of which a way could not 
be found,” she said. “I feel sure 
that this conference will mark a 
starting point of a now spirit in 
international relations and it is the 
determination I know of all the 
American delegates that this shall 
be so. 

“Something more than a paring 
here and there is needed to bring 
real peace to a sorely tried world. 
I have great faith in human na- 
ture, which is changing. The mod- 
ern mechanical world has built a 
machine which we must not allow 
to master us.”’ 

Dr. Woolley said her first im- 
pression as she took her seat in 
the disarmament conference was 
that all the diplomats met old 
friends at Geneva with such hearty 


greetings that it was hard to be- 
lieve that «y different nationalli- 
ties were represented. 

She was sure the influence of 
women at this conference would 
ma’ ’ felt, 

“Who knows?” she asked. “Wom- 
en rush in where diplomats fear to 
tread and do a lot to make this 
world a better place to live in. The 
ideal of peace, despite doubters. is 
making great progress and I feel 
sure that when the labors this con- 
ference are ended we shall have 
taken a great step forward.” 

A tractor-drawn truck loaded 
with petitions signed by 6,000,000 
persons from all parts of the world 
drew up at the League of Nations 
Building toda:. On the boxes and 
bundles of signatures sat 15 women 
each carrying a blue and white ban- 
ner inscribed with the words “For 
Peace” in various languages. 
Streamers around the base of the 
truck carried the inscription “In- 
ternational Women’s League for 
Peace and Freedom.” 

A deputation from the truck 
paid a brief call on President Hen- 
derson to whose personal initia- 
tive was due the recognition of un- 
official bodies hy the conference.

Cheaper Foods Permit Better 
Menus Even Though ~ 
Budgets Are Limited. 


Since the first of the year food 
has taken another downward slant 
and prices are most attractive just 
now. This includes meat, and 
choice cuts are no longer beyond 
the reach of moderate incomes. 

There are s0 many fresh vege- 
tables in the markets that one 
woulg@ almost think it was summer 
—and the prices are not exorbitant 
either. Strawberry shortcake is 
not a stranger this month to many 
tables. and other delicacies are ap- 
pearing frequently also. 

Rabbit is particularly good now 
that the cold weather has set in, 
and domestic rabbit (this means 
rabbit carefully raised under sani- 
tary conditions) -is profuse in the 
shops. A rabbit pie, given in the 
week’s menus published in this sec- 
tion, is a different way of serving 
this.

Souffles are simple to prepare 
and are satisfactory as a main din- 
ner course when made of cheese, 
oysters or meat, and a lemon souf-

This type of food offers an excel- 
lent medium for the use of more 
milk in the diet, especially for fam- 
ilies where milk is not so popular. 
As they are light and fluffy in tex- 
ture, they are easily digested and 
suitable for children as well as 
adults. 

Oyster Souffle. 


Heat one pint of oysters in their 
own juice until the edges begin to 
curl, drain, saving the juice, Chop 
cr cut the oysters in small pieces. 
Melt one-quarter cup butter in a 
small saucepan, add one-quarter 
cup flour and stir until well mixed. 
Then gradually add one-half cup 
Oyster juice and three-quarters cup 


milk. Stir over a slow fire until 
thickened and smooth. Remove 
from the fire, add one teaspoon 
lemon juice, one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one tablespoon

OU may not realize it, but Pop- 
Vere is a suppressed desire. That 

is why the one-eyed sailor with 
the abnormally strong forearms is 
so popular, both pes 2 children and 
adults; he personifies the desire 
most of us have both to be strong, 
and to “sock” and “lay among the 
swee’peas” some of the unpleas- 
ant people we encounter; a desire 
suppressed because we lack Pop- 
eye’s muscles, and because it would 
be rather unsafe.
